Immigrants So Terrified by Storm at 
Sea That Force Is Resorted To to Quiet 


Philadelphia. Pa., Dec. 18.—{Special.}—At 


I | the mercy of huge seas for two days, during 


which time armed sailors stood guard over 
frenzied steerage passengers, was the tale 
recounted by arrivals on the liner Friesland, 
which reached here today from Liverpool. 

The Friesland left Liverpool Nov. 30. 
From the first day severe gales were en- 
countered, which grew worse as the voy 
progressed. On Dec. 8, while off the Grand 
banks, the Friesland was struck by a gale 
far more severe than any that had preceded 
it. After the first blast it was found that 

the steering gear had been so badly dis- 
abled as to render it useless. The efforts 
of the crew to repair it were unavailing 
owing to the severity of the storm and there 
was nothing left but to let the ship drift at 
the mercy of wind and sea. 

‘The passengers were terrified beyond meas- 
ure and among the 770 immigrants were 
many who feared the ship was sinking and 
wanted the crew. to lower the lifeboats. So 
wild was their excitement that after the first 
few hours the captain confined them to a 
— portion of the steerage with armed 
members of the crew to watch them.

‘The judge who takes $10 from the govern- 
ment for expenses, when he has only spent 
$7 or $8, robs it of the difference. It is said

‘DON’T CRIPPLE THE NAVY. 
The leadets in the house and senate have 
agreed on a policy of economy and are study- 
ing the estimates for the next fiscal year to 
find out where reductions can be made with 
safety. They are hampered in their work 
by the prodigality of previous congresses, 
which has raised the total of the “ perma- 
nent annual appropriations to $146,- 
800,000. Of that sum only about $28,000,000 


is for interest on the public debt. The per- 
manent appropriations must continue to be | 


made unless the statutes authorizing them 
shall be repealed, which cannot easily be 
done. 

The estimates call for $473,000,000, ex- 
cluding the permanent annual appropria- 
tions. The larger sum is the one to be re- 


| duced, and it assuredly can be done in such 


a way as to keep the expenditures within the 
reeeipts without injury to the public service 
and without imperiling the safety of the 
country. The last is a consideration never 
to be lost sight of. Keeping that always in 
mind the economizers can dé rwpine where 
to apply the knife. 3 
If congress shall refuse to vote money for 
the extension of the rural mail service dur- 
ing the next fiscal year a number of families 
will not get so soon as they hoped for the 
‘improved posta! facilities they desire. But 
the postponement cannot, under any cir- 
cumstances, expose the country to danger. 


Nor can it be harmed if river and harbor 
improvements not under contract are put 
aside. |

There are many public buildings which | 
the residents of various cities and towns 
would be pleased to see erécted.

If more office room is required it 
can be hired offhand. : * 
Olerks can be improvised. Navy officers 
and seamen cannot. Neither can battleships. 
If no new ones are ordered this winter four 
or five years hence the United States may be 
in a position where it will have to go to war 
with an inadequate navy or escape a dis- 
astrous conflict by tame submission to in- 
sults or injuries. No risks of that kind can 
safely be taken and therefore it will not be 
true economy to pare down the naval esti- 
mates. No sensible merchant reduces his 
expenses by cutting down his fire insurance 
’ while the fire hazards remain and the stock 
of goods in his storeis increasing in value. 
The leaders of the senate and house were 
in congress in 1898. They cannot have for- 
gotten the huge appropriation made for the 
construction of coast defenses which had 
been neglected for years. They cannot have 
forgotten the reproaches which the public 
heaped upon previous congresses and ad- 
ministrations because they had not done 
more towards the building upofanavy. The 
men who are influential in congress would 
not like to be the object of similar re- 
proaches a few years from now. 8 
The work of making an adequate navy for 
the United States was taken in hand after 
the war with Spain, and has been carried 
on intelligently and indefatigably with the 
approval of the people. They want a large 
navy. They wish the United States to bea 
world power in fact as well as in name, and 
they know that it cannot be without battle- 
ships and armored cruisers. They voted for 
expansion and a big navy in 1900. They 
voted for them again this year. : 
The steering committees of the sewate and 
house should not fly in the face of popular 
feeling, No raising of congressional salaries 
accompanied by a crippling of the navy wil! 
be tolerated. If congressmen put the money 
which should go for the navy into public 
buildings erected to please constituents or 
minister to their own comfort they will 
“hear from the country.”

Let the naval estimates alove. The hands 
of the spasmodic economists should be kept 
off them. They will show true patriotism by 
cutting appropriations that are of political 
or personal benefit. They cannot be per- 
mitted to sacrifice in the name of economy 
ships which the United States may be in 
urgent need of a few years from now and 
will be as unable to get as Russia and Japan 
are to replace their lost warships.

George Augustus Meredyth, some 70 years 
of age, wizened and deaf, devoid of educa- 
tion, and who, beginning life as a shoemak- 
er, has been in turn a stoker, a shop assist- 
ant, and a policeman; while he is now earn- 
ing his living as a cabman at Hobart, Tas- 
mania. There is no question about his right 
to the baronetcy. For Burke’s Peerage ”’ 
and other analogous works of reference show 
that the old cabman is the son of Maj. Charles 
Burton Meredyth of the Royal marines, 
youngest son of Sir Barry Meredyth, the 
seventh baronet of the line. The cabman 
baronet is a widower. : 

This baronetcy is in every sense of the 
word a.barren honor. For there are no es- 
tates or money that go with it, and the late 
baronet, Sir Edward. was appointed one of 
the military knights of Windsor precisely 
because he had nothing but his pension as a 
retired captain of the Royal Irish fusileers 
on which to subsist. The naval and military 
knights of Windsor, formerly known as the 
“poor knights,” are a foundation within the 
precincts of. Windsor castle for deserving

The result of such a plan is that the magis- 
trates work not in the cause of justice, but 
endeavor by every means in their power to 
torture an accused person into the confessing 
of a crime. Frequently innocent people are 
thus browbeaten into making admissions 
which result in conviction. The subject is 
one which is undoubtedly of intense Interest 
to the inhabitants of France, but it makes 
only mild appeal to the peoples of other 
lands, 


The dramatic value of The Red Robe” 
lies in the attempt by a magistrate to induce 
a peasant suspected of murder but innocent 
of the crime to confess to the deed. . The man 

will do nothing save assert his innocence, and

This fact the magistrate learns and later 
tells the husband of it. The peasant is finally

The woman realiz- 
ing that the magistrate is responsible for all 
the misery that has befallen her, and finding 
that all pleading with the official is in vain, 
she sigzes'a knife that lies on his desk and 

There are two of the four acts in which 
interest for American theatergoers centers 
the second, in which the woman and man 
are cross examined by the magistrate, and 
the fourth, in which the killing takes place. 
The other two are merely explanatory of the 
French judicial system and they drag heavily 
in performance, especially when given as 
they were last evening. :

? ’ LARGE number of tribes of barbarous 
aborigines are scattered: over South 
America. The most interesting of 
8 these are the “Araucanjans, Pata- 
gonians, and Fuegians, who inhabit 

the extreme southern part of the continent 
and the islands cut off from it by the Strait 
of Magellan. 
The Araucanians among the fiercest, 
boldest, most warliké, and most untamabie 
of American savages. They fought the Span- 
jards for three centuries, often with signal 
success, showing remarkable skill in the use

of their native weapons and much capacity 
for organized action. The principal native 
weapons are the bolas, lasso, and lance. The 
bolas is an iron, stone, or copper ball covered 
with hide, and attached to the end of a plaited 
leather rope. It is used with deadly effect In 
hand to hand fights as a slungshot. The na- 
tives sometimes tie together three or four 
bolases and hurl them with such skill that 
animals thirty or forty yards distant are 
either killed or so entangled in their meshes 
that they cannot escape; and an expert 
thrower can fasten a rider to his horse wit 
The Araucanians learned the use of the 


| lasso from the Spaniards, but they soon out- 


dia their teachers in handling it. The lasso, 
as most Americans who have lived in the 
west know, is a long hemp or leathern rope 
with a noose at its end, and the object in 
throwing it is to catch the neck or legs of the 
animal it is almed at in the noose. The 


‘| earliest toy of the Araucanian as a boy is 


the lasso. It is his constant companion in 
youth. Before he reaches manhood he can 
bring. down the most refractory steer, bag 
bieds on the fly, or drag his enemy from his 
saddle and choke him to death with it. The 
Araucanian lances are about eighteen feet 
long. Their weapons are made still more 
formidable by the natives’ wonderfully ex- 
pert horsemanship. The women ride astride 
like the m and both are among the finest 
riders in the world. The Spaniards found it 
impossible entirely to subdue them, and the 
Chilean government has had equally lit¢le 
success in that direction. They have a wild 
loye of independence and a savage suspicion 
and hatred of foreigners; and explorers and 
prospectors who enter their country take 
their lives in their hands. ) 

The Araucanians’ huts are frames of wick- 
er work plastered with mud; and men, wom- 
en, children, „and dogs crowd into them at 
night in a heterogeneous mass. Polygamy is 
practiced, and each wife has a separate hut. 
Marriage by purchase prevalls. Wife steal- 
ing formerly obtained, and the pretense of it 
is still kept up. When a man picks out the 
girl he wants he bargains for her with her 
father. After the amount he Ia to pay for her 
is agreed upon he rides rapidly up to her 
father’s house with a party of his friends. 
throws his lady love on his horse behind him, 
and makes off with her toward the forest. 
The bride’s relatives follow in. hot pursuit, 
but soon quit the chase. The couple emerge 
from the wood a day or two later, the groom 
settles for his wife with her father, and he is 
received into the bosom of her family by all 
its members, except her mother. The old 


woman pretends to cherish her resentment 
against her son-in-law for a long time, ang 
often refuses to speak to him for years. 


The Araucanians never eat or drink with, ~ 


out throwing some food or water on the 
ground as a meat or c~ink offering to the ev 
Spirit. When one of their number dies 
double him up like a jackknife, tie his kness 
to his chest, and bury him along with several 
of his weapons. If he be a chief his horse is 
killed and eaten, and its skin and a spear ape 
laid over his grave. The same rites are per 
formed over women, except that cooking 
utensils instead of weapons are buried with 
them. The Araucanians are governed py 
chiefs, called toquins.“ In war the various 
tequins elect a grand toquin, who be 
commander in chief of the warriors of all the 
tribes. 


The first explorers who saw the Patagé. - 


nians thought they were giants. Their name 
means in Spanish “large feet.” They aps 


taller than the neighboring tribes, and some 


men have been found among them who mea. 
ured 6 feet 4 inches. Theil average height. 
however, is about 5 feet 10 inches. ‘Ths 
most remarkable peculiarity of the Pais. 
gonians, considcring that they are sa 

is their cleanliness. They bathe every morn. 
ing, after which the men’s hair ts carer 
combed and elaborately dressed by thelr 
wives, daughters, and sweethearts. Their 
houses, which are made of guanaco hide. 
and all their cooking utensiis are also kept 
scrupulously neat and clean. In respect of 
their cleanliness the Patagonians are unique 
among barbarians. 

The most wre:ched people on the American 
continent—perhaps the mcst wretched on 
the face of the varth—are the Picherays, or 
&» they usually are called, after the islands 
they inhabit, the Tierra del Fuegians. Their 
country is almost as bivak, cold, and desolate 
ts that of the Eskimo, but, instead of wear. 
ing warm furs, as the Eskimos do, the Fie. 
gians go almost naked. A small piece of 


ecalskin thrown over the shoulders ig their 


sole clothing, and even it is thrown off whens 
they are rowing a boat or taking other vigor. 
ous exercise. Their bare skins are exposed 
the year around to the rain, snow, sleet, and 
ice which the violent winds are constantly 
blowing about. They wear sealskin boots, 
but they never saw a hat or other covering 
for the head until white explorers came 
among them. Their best protection from 
the cold is the thick layers of dirt which 
always conceal their bodies. Their rudehuts 
are built of boughs, and the entrahes i 
never closed. 
The Fuegian is stunted in stature. Hie 
walks stooped and shivers constantly. His 
icwer jaw is projecting. and his hair is long, 
straight, and biack. Like the Patagonians 
and many other savages, he imagines that 
if his enemy gets any of his hair it will 
give him a sinister influence over its original 
owner. : 
The Fuegians live mainly on fish, and 
have their dogs trained to dive into the sea 
and catch food for them. Unlike many sav- 


ages, they do not eat their food raw. They 


. carry fire with them wherever they go. They 
usually have it even in thelr canoes, so they 
can cook a meal without returning to land, 
When the supply of fish runs out they dine 
off their aged relatives. They prefer their 
old folks to their dogs—not, perhaps, because 
human meat ie better than dog meat, byt 
because the dogs can fish for them, White 
old folks cannot. eo

study of the Fuegians, declared that thepiiad 
no religion.

The special council committee which Ras 
been empowered to investigate and report 
on the telephone situation had its first meet- 
ing yesterday.

0. 

Ald. Blake was elected chairman, and at 
his suggestion the first thing the commit- 
tee took up was the question of regulating 
telephone rates so far as the charges for 
the more modern uses of instruments are con- 
cerned. The question of a new franchise for 
the Chicago Telephone company was not 
gone into. 

The chairman explained that the purpose of 
his resolution, under which the committee 
was organized, was primarily to consider the 
extra charges the telephone company is mak- 
ing for extension and desk instruments, pri- 
vate exchanges, toll telephones, and for other 
uses of the instruments not known when the 
ordinance fixing the maximum rates was 
passed. He said that, while the company 
still obeyed the ordinance in that it did not 
charge more than the set for the old 
fashioned wall telephone, it had made extra 
prices for all improvements. 

The committee agreed with the chairman 
that a new ordinance should be passed, regu- 
lating these extra charges, but when the 
question came up as to what these charges 
should be, no member of the committee had 
any information. Ald, Blake was instructed 
to consult with City Electrician Ellicott, .se- 
cure such information as he could, and report 
at the next meeting. 

Superintendent ov Sewers Quinn disclosed 
to the judiciary committee that twenty-five 
manholes in Root street have been covered 
by pavement laid by the Chicago City rall- 
way in 1000, and that the manholes have 
been lost ever since. They extend from 
State street to Wentworth avenue.
